The late Henry Howe, author of a 
history of Ohio, has left an interesting 
pen picture of Noah Webster, as it was 
impressed upon his young mind, when, 
as a boy employed as a messenger in 
his father’s printing office in New Ha­ 
ven, Conn., iii 1828, he carried proof- 
sheets of Webster’s dictionary to Mr. 
Webster’s residence nearby, and bad 
thus repeated aud intimate opportuni­ 
ties to see aud observe the noted lex­ 
icographer. 
Mr. Howe tells of this in these 
w ords: “Mr. Webster was then just 
seventy years of age. His spare, ven­ 
erable form, in the garb of a gentleman 
of 
the 
old 
school, with a 
broad- 
brimmed 
hat 
shading a 
benignant 
scholarly face, with Quaker-like cut 
coat, short breeches and buckle shoes, 
was at that period a pleasant and daily 
object to be met modestly moving 
along under the proudly arching elms 
of Templar street.

Webster 
impressed 
by

calm grandeur of bis person and the 
atmosphere 
of 
moral 
purity 
that 
seemed to envelop him. 
lie was emi­ 
nently religious and of a nature that 
was ever ready to shudder at a scene 
of woe or to shrink from a thought of 
wrong. 
I do not remember to have 
seen him smile; he was a too much 
preoccupied man for frivolity.” 
After graduating from Yale college, 
Webster studied law and was admitted 
to the bar, but soon was giving all bis 
time to teaching, and from this be 
drifted into the preparation of school 
texts. 
His spelling book was so popu­ 
lar that through the 20 years that he 
gave to the preparation of bis diction- 
! ary the royalties from it practically 
supported his family, though lie re­ 
ceived but one cent a copy. The dic­ 
tionary first appeared in 1828.

W ashington, M arch 15.—The senate 
defeated tw o proposed am endm ents to 
the four-pow er Pacific treaty. 
It was die tre a ty ’s first test, but de­ 
fe at of the am endm ents had been ex­ 
pected, as only a m ajority vote was 
necessary, while a tw o-thirds vote is 
required to ratify th e treaty itself. 
The first am endm ent defeated was 
th a t sponsored by S enator Robinson of 
A rkansas, leader of the D em ocratic 
opposition.

Republicans Vote Yes. 
Four R epublicans—B orah of Idaho, 
Johnson of C alifornia, L aF ollette of 
W isconsin and F rance of M aryland, 
who are com m itted against ratifica­ 
tion— voted for the am endm ent. 
B ut four D em ocratic senators voted 
against 
it—Underwood

T he second am endm ent w as offered 
by S enator W alsh, D em ocrat of Mon­ 
tana. 
It also would provide for a con­ 
ference betw een all nations in and out 
of the trea ty in event of a dispute 
arisin g which Involved one of the sig­ 
natory powers. 
In subm itting it, Sen­ 
ato r W alsh announced his opposition 
to the trea ty unless it w as am ended.

natory powers,” he said. 
“I ask the 
question: Why should we not proceed 
Im m ediately to bring about such a com­ 
pact with all the nations of continental 
Europe?”

“come to lie realized.” 
Adm inistration senators rallied to 
th e support of the treaty in a series 
of speeches in which they urged the 
senate “not to nullify” the w orks of 
th e arm s conference. 


B elfast, Martin 15.—The U lster p ar­ 
liam ent reconvened.

Johannesburg Again Normal. 
London,

according to late advices from South 
Africa. 
Tile m ain centers of resistance are 
now a t Fordsburg and Jeppestow’n, 
where the governm ent forces are op­ 
posed by heavily-arm ed rebel com m an­ 
dos. 
A Bloem fontein dispatch says the 
main railw ay line w as dynam ited near 
the T ransvaal border, and a locomotive 
was derailed, but there w ere no cas­ 
ualties. 
Johannesburg, which on S aturday 
and Sunday w as the center of the b at­ 
tle area, bas resum ed its norm al ap­ 
pearance, according to a correspond­ 
ent there. 
The streets are filled w ith 
the usual shopping crow ds and the 
fashionable tea rooms and stores are 
all doing business. 
The 
correspondent 
declares 
the 
Dutch burghers have m aterially as­ 
sisted the B ritish forces in their suc­ 
cesses against the revolutionaries, be­ 
ing especially effective in outflanking 
positions held by the rebels. 
They 
made m any captures in the vicinity of 
Benoni and D unsw art. 
In this operation, which relieved a 
police detachm ent num bering 183 men 
afte r two days’ siege, both tile burgh­ 
ers and the D urban light infantry dis­ 
tinguished them selves.

Bombing Planes Win Victory. 
L atest advices from Johannesbrug 
tend to show th a t the prom pt quell­ 
ing of the disorders w as largely due 
to the free em ploym ent of bombing 
airplanes to disperse the rebels and to 
drop food and am m unition to besieged 
loyalists.

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GLACIAL PERIOD IN DISPUTE 


Ample Evidence That It Existed, but 
the Question Is, When Did 
It End? 


When did the glacial period end? 
Was it, an American scientist perti­ 
nently asks, when the ice began to dis­ 
appear, or had half disappeared, or 
had entirely disappeared? 
lf the last mentioned, then we are 
still in the ice age, for Europe has 
its glaciers, and so have Labrador, tile 
Rockies, Alaska and islands in the 
arctic regions, and, as every schoolboy 
is aware. Greenland is nearly covered 
with an ice cap. 
Can the question he settled by a 
reference to climate? 
If so, then the 
glacial period ended for, say, the On­ 
tario region at the beginning of Lake 
Iroquois, for its trees belonged to a 
cold, tem perate climate. 
Probably the point is best settled 
by making the glacial period a pro 
gressive event, regarding it as ending 
in one region perhaps thousands of 
years before it ends in another.

Sprinkle a layer of salt one- 
quarter of an inch in depth in the hot- 
bottom of the barrel, pack the cuts of 
meat as closely as possible, making a 
layer six inches thick, then put a layer 
of salt and repeat until all the meat 
is packed, reserving enough of the salt 
to make a good layer over the top. 
After standing over night add four 
pounds of sugar to each KH) pounds of 
meat, two ounces of baking soda and 
four ounces of saltpeter, dissolved in 
a gallon or tepid water. 
Add three 
gallons more of water to cover the 
meat. 
Place a hoard with a weight 
of iron to keep the meat under the 
brine. 
Rusty meat is caused from al­ 
lowing the meat to become exposed 
to the air. 
lf the brine becomes ropy, it will 
have to he poured off and a new brine 
added; this will sometimes occur iii 
warm weather. 
Canning Chicken.—Dress and cut up 
the chicken or leave whole if pre­ 
ferred.

Alonzo B. Carl, her father-in-law. 
Mrs. Carl is charged with having 
given arsenic to the father of lier hus­ 
band, Frank E. Carl, in August, 1921, 
in indictments returned by the county 
grand jury a few days ago. The death 
of her husband followed soon after 
that of his father and under similar 
circumstances. 
A former husband of 
Mrs. Carl, Robert Gibson, also died 
under rather mysterious circumstances 
in March, 1920, and is now hurled in 
Springfield, O. It Is said his body will 
be ordered taken up and examined. 
After their deaths, the bodies of the 
Carls were taken to Hiawatha, Ran., 
their former home, and buried. 
In 
November, last year, the grand jury of 
Hancock county, Indiana, unearthed 
evidence that caused it to recommend 
the disinterment of the bodies of the 
Carls with the view of determining 
the manner of their deaths. 
Arsenic Is Found.

Knotted Cords 
Make Noisy Lines 


T he cloth-covered cord which connects your tele­ 
phone instrum ent w ith the bell box and the cord 
running to the telephone recei v er are each m ade up 
of a num ber o f fine wires covered w ith light insula­ 
tion. If these cords were n o t m ade in this way they 
would not be flexible. T hey are necessarily delicate 
and easily p u t o u t of order by misuse. 


Subscribers are requested to avoid tw isting and 
knotting the telephone cords as this wears through 
the insulation, breaks the fine wires and causes sh o rt 
circuits. T h e first effect is usually a scratching noise 
in the receiver and later the telephone is p u t o u t or 
service entirely.
